The soloists are picked from the 
most outstanding artists available,' 
many of whom enjoy a world-wide 
reputation. | 

Since many of the concerts are, 
given on Sunday afternoon, it pro- j 
vides a splendid opportunity for the j 
entire family to attend. This is espe- j 
cially true in the case of youngsters, 
who would otherwise miss evening j 
programs. 

Also of interest is the admission 
charge, which is negligible, since most 
students are admitted free. 

Here then, is an ideal symphony- 
orchestra, not only because it offers 
fine music to those of more modest 
means, but also because of the accessi- 
bility of concerts. 

True, it does not quite measure up 
to the standards of the Philadelphia 
Orchestra, but then we must not al- 
low ourselves to be prejudiced for 
this reason. Perhaps some of us are 
not ready to appreciate all of the 
finesse of this superb organization, 
considered by many to be the world's 
finest symphony, in which some of our 
civic group would offer invaluable 
training in music appreciation.

In 1937, 200 touring permits were 
granted by the home office of the 
Scouts with a total mileage of 155,351 
miles, averaging 776 miles per tour, 
with 4,201 Scouts and 674 Scoutmas- 
ters in attendance. To date, in 1938, 
338 Touring Permits have been issued 
with an estimated attendance of 7,098
